After all this 
to make the zamindars responsible for water supply is either idiotic or 
malicious, Again, the Bengal Tenancy Act has, by noreasing the power of 
raiyats and reducing that of zamindars and by alienating the attachment of the 
raiyat for the zamindar and inducing the former to frequently fscek the 
protection of law courts, greatly leseened the responsibility of zamindars for 
the well-being of their tenants. eed 
The Statesman has, moreover, taken the zamindars to task for their 
indifference to the matter of co operative credit, But have the authorities 
reserved any place for zamindars in the matter of co-operative credit? It is 
wholly an official thing in which it seems that the Government has established 
a direct relation with raiyate by shutting out the zamindars altogether. As 
regards the absenteeism of zamindars complained of by the Statesman it must 
be considered that the acquirement of zamindaris by businese-men living in 
towns and the growing ill-health of villages caused by rail-roads, obstructed 
rivers, eto, make the ruin of villages and proportionate growth and prosperity 
ef towns almost inevitable. In abusing the zamindars has our Anglo-Indian 
contemporary considered the condition of the raiyats of khasmahals? There 
is no want of misery, poverty, water-scarcity and malaria among them. More- 
over, raiyats of khasnahals do not practically enjoy the privilege of keeping 
their rents in arrear in seasons of failure of crops, a privilege that is invariably 
enjoyed by raiyats under zamindars. In this state of things to abuse the 
zamindars may be a means of paying off an old debt (it is a reference to the 
fact that the Statesman was started with the money of a Bengali zamindar), 
but it by no means bespeaks an honest adherence to truth. In conclusion, 
we have to see that the Government has various sources of revenue, whilst 
the zamindars have only one. And the wealth of the zamindars remains 
in the country and is spent for its benefit.
